Claims 121, 123 and 124 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants arguments are based on the 131 declaration filed with the response. 
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The declaration filed on 1/30/06 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the previous rejections (insufficient to show reduction to practice prior 
to the effective date of the reference (Brusic et al.)) for the following reasons. 

(1) it is not singed by all the inventors as required. See MPEP 715.04 and 

(2) the declaration does not state where the work was done (it must state that the work 
was done in the US/NAFTA/WTO country. See MPEP 715.07 (C)).
